7. The species are independent or distinct because Group 1 is drawn to 
a device having a front panel 14 attached to shaft 22 utilizing bracket 40 
and wherein the fender 30 is separated from the side wall 12. Group 2 is 
drawn to device having the front panel attached to the shaft 22 utilizing a 
bracket 240 with side supports member 244 and clamp 250, wherein the 
device does not have a fender. Group 3 is drawn to a device having a front 
panel attached to the shaft 22 utilizing crescent shaped bracket 300, 
wherein the device has fenders separated from the side wall. Group 4 is 
drawn to a device with a container 200 attached to one of the side walls. 
Group 5 is drawn to a device having a front panel attached to the shaft 22 
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utilizing crescent shaped bracket 300 with clip, wherein the device has 
fenders are one piece with the side wall. Group 6 is drawn to a device 
having a front panel 14 attached to shaft 22 utilizing bracket 40 and 
wherein the fender 30 is one piece with the side wall 12.
